STATEMENT BY AUSTRIA'S MINISTER OF JUSTICE 


In reply to Italian press attacks charging that Austria 


was neglecting its duties with reference to the developments 
in the South Tyrol, Austrian Minister of Justice Christian 
Broda declared; 

Austrian justice will in connection with the unhappy 
developments in the South Tyrol — apply the law to its full 
extent and without distinction as to the persons involved. 
But beyond this we are neither justified nor obliged by general 
legal principles or on grounds of contractual agreements with 


Italy to initiate prosecution or grant legal aid in actions which 


are based on political motives and have been committed be- 
yond Austria’s borders. 

Austria is a country which, after sad experiences with 
dictatorships, upholds the democratic freedoms and rights of 
the individual. We neither recognize protective custody nor 
can we apply the methods of dictatorships against political 
suspects. The Austrian democracy likewise knows no special 
decrees for limiting the freedom of political propaganda, and 
freedom of speech and expression of opinion. We are neither 
prepared nor in the position to go ways other than those con- 
tained in the Austrian Criminal Code in order to stop illegal 
activities. ~~ 


COUNCIL OF EUROPE APPOINTS 
SOUTH TYROL SUBCOMMITTEE 

The Political Committee of the Council of Europe 
decided at its recent meeting to set up a subcommittee to 
look into the South Tyrol problem and t work out proposals 
which might lead to a solution of the question. Members of 
the newly formed subcommittee are: Paul Struye of Belgium, 
Morice Macmillan of the United Kingdom, Bengt Elmgren of 
Sweden; and for Austria two members of parliament, Toncic 
and Strasser; and for Italy two members of the House of 
Representatives, Betiol and Ebner. 

Betiol is chairman of the foreign affairs committee of 
the Italian parliament. Ebner, a representative of the South 
Tyroleans Peoples Party, is a member of the investigation 
commission for the South Tyrol which was recently formed 
by the Italian government, 

AUSTRIA BUILDS MODERN SYSTEM OF FORTIFICATION 

Austria is building a modern system of fortifications to 
defend its neutrality in case of attack. 

The Austrian defense ministry said it is constructing 
such systems on all frontiers, but the first line completed 
was the eastern frontier, bordering Communist Hungary. 

It was shown to reporters by Defense Minister Karl 
Schleinzer. It is a 12-mile-deep belt of bunkers, obstacles, 
anti-tank guns and barbed wire entanglements between the 
Danube and Lake Neusiedl. 

The system closes what is known as the Gate of Bruck, 
a gap in a range of hills south of the Danube River near the 


town of Bruck on the Leitha. This gate was used by attacking 
Mongols, Tartars and Turks. 

The installations of the Austrian defense are no fortifi- 
cations of old and are not intended to be imitations of the 
Maginot Line or the West Wall,’’ the defense minister said, 

“They are a combat and protective system for smal 
units that will have the task of preventing, or at least de 
laying, the progress of an aggressor.”’ 

The bunkers are two floors below ground. They hav 
their own central heating, air conditioning and electric powe 
plants. There are also underground surgery wards. The bun 
kers are radiation-safe.

AUSTRIA PRODUCES FIFTH OF CRUDE GRAPHITE 

More than 20% of the current world production of crude 
graphite comes from Austria. 

Altogether, more than 88,000 tons were mined during 
1960. A large percentage — 62,000 tons — was processed as 
a byproduct in the Leoben-Donawitz furnaces. 

A new Austrian patent permits the use of graphite in- 
stead of coke and quartzite in the melting process of basic 
iron ores. 

The Austrian graphites are exploited in two geologically 
and geographically separate areas by mining and, lately, 
also by rock-splitting. The carbon content is enriched by be- 
tween 40 and 90%, and the result is practically free from iron 
pyrites and calcium so that the graphite thus processed has 
become a much looked-for and indispensable aid for smelters 
and blast furnaces. 

The only flotation plant in the world for thick black 
graphite is located in Kaisersberg. It is the basis for every 
further development and research work in nuclear materials, 
The graphites which are used as additives in blast furnaces 
are graphites with a carbon content of 45 to 60%, mined in 
forest and mill zones, 


PETROCHEMICAL PLANT OPERATING IN AUSTRIA 


The first large-scale petrochemical plant for natural gas 
was recently put in operation by the HIAG Works in Fischa- 
mend, Lower Austria. With the aid of a methanolsynthesis 
installation, natural gas will be turned into methanol (methyl 
alcohol). 

Methanol is the raw material for the production of formal- 
dehyde which is needed in the making of artificial resins. 
The new plant will be able to produce 10,000 tons of metha- 
nol annually. But the operators believe that this capacity 
can be doubled. 

Because of the expansion of the artificial materials in- 
dustry, the demand for methanol has become pressing. While 
in- 1953, only 1,850 tons of methanol were needed in Austria, 
the demand last year had risen to 12,000 tons, almost all of 
which had to be imported from abroad. The new installation 
will not only cover all of Austria’s needs but may result in 
exports by the time the second expansion stage is reached 
next year.

FORTY YEARS OF VIENNA FAIRS 

The Vienna Fall Fair which took place September 3 
through 10, celebrated its 40th anniversary at the same time. 

Almost to the day forty years ago when the inflation 
shook Austria’s economic life and when the young Austrian 
republic had great difficulties in foreign relations, the first 
vienna Fair was held — September 11 through 17. The count 
showed that 200,000 visitors attended the event. However, 
most of themcame from the successor states of the old Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy, from Germany, Switzerland and the 
Scandinavian countries. Exhibits were apportioned to the 
Fair Palace, the Rotundengelaende, the New Hofburg, the 
stifts Barracks, the Trade Academy and the Music Society 
Building. In the following years, exhibits were concentrated 
in the fair grounds in the Prater and the Fair Palace. Parti- 
cipants as well as visitors increased apace. 


In 1942, the Vienna Fair had to close down, but as early 
as 1945 an export sample show was held in the Stock Ex- 
change Building to prove the will of the Austrian population 
to rebuild and work. The small, thin catalog said in a pre- 
face that the export sample show was to give ‘‘a survey of 
what is being produced, or what can be produced when the 
difficulties of obtaining raw material have been overcome.”’ 


The first Vienna Fair after World War II was the Autumn 
Fair of 1946. Within five months, 14 halls and alarge number 
of pavilions had to be restored or newly constructed. An area 
of 240,000 square yards was made available in that short 
period. A million people visited the Fair, about 2,000 of them 
from foreign countries, 


Since the spring of 1947, increasing participation of 
foreign exhibitors began to shape up. This year when Austrian 
President Adolf Schaerf and Austrian Commerce Minister Fritz 
Bock opened the Fall Fair September 3, a record total of 
2,719 Austrian and 1,773 foreign exhibitors showed their 
products. The foreign participants came ftom 20 different 
countries. For the first time, Mexico and Tunisia were of- 
cially represented. 


Other national exhibitions were entered by the Federal 
Republic of Germany, Denmark, Italy, Yugoslavia, the Nether- 
lands, Poland, Romania and the German Democratic Re- 
public,

FINAL REPORT ON THE 1961 DORNBIRN FAIR 

253,000 visitors saw the 13th Dornbirn Fair which closed 
Late in July, and in which 953 firms from Austria and 17 
foreign countries had exhibited. Buyers and visitors came 
from 50 countries, among them the United States, Canada, 
Mexico, Argentina, Burma and New Zealand. 

The daily fashion parade featuring models c lad in 
Austrian or imported materials drew large crowds, as did the 
conferences, general assemblies and lectures arranged by 
the Association of Austrian Textile Manufacturers, Austrian 
Cotton Spinners and Weavers, the Austrian Clothing Industry 
and the Austrian Textile Chemical Industries and Color 
Chemists. 

Sales results of the 1961 Dornbirn Fair were better than 
in previous years, particularly in the export field. Much in 
demand were woven and printed cotton and rayon fabrics, 
shirtings, synthetic corduroys, Belgian woolen blankets, 
hosiery and knitwear, ready-made clothes and underwear. 

Wide interest was also shown in textile machines, 
appliances and accessories. Equipment for weaving and 
spinning mills was much in demand. An interesting feature 
of the Fair was the exhibit of a group of firms manufacturing 
plastic-coated fabrics for various purposes. 

Exhibitors of electrical machinery, vehicles, timber and 
paper-processing machines, construction and agricultural ma- 
chinery — all expressed their satisfaction at this year’s re- 
sults. Buyers showed particularly keen interest in compres- 
sors, tractors, multi-purpose vehicles, trailers, labor-saving 
handling gear, power mowers, modern shop equipment, pack- 
aging machines, prefabricated concrete units, wooden stairs, 
handicraft products, typewriters, calculating machines and 
cash registers, steel tube constructions for tents, household 
and kitchen appliances, bakers’ and butchers’ machinery, 
industrial weighing machines, laundry dryers, shop window 
decorations, microfilm equipment, zip-fasteners, precision 
instruments, heating installations, plastic coverings and 
labelling machines, Sales of office and household furniture 
were outstandingly good. 

HYDROPOWER POTENTIAL OF 43 
BILLION kwh: 26% DEVELOPED 

According to technological estimates, Austria’s hydro- 
power potential is approximately 43,000,000 kwh per year. 
Of this overall potential about 26% is at present utilized in 
the existing hydroelectric stations. 


INCREASING NUMBERS OF AMERICANS 
USE AUSTRIAN BICYCLES 

The Thondorf (Styria) plant of the Steyr-Daimler-Puch 
AG, is currently producing record numbers of bicycles. This 
rise in bicycle output was facilitated by increasing exports 
of Austrian bicycles to the U.S.A. The plant which is oper- 
ating at full capacity manufactures some 900 bicycles daily. 
This record output is likely to be kept up until September be- 
cause up to that month 600 bicycles will be delivered each 
day to the biggest US department store in Chicago and its 
1000 sales outlets. California has also evidenced increasing 
interest in Styrian bicycles lately. 
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AUSTRIAN AGRICULTURE 

Although Austria is one of Europe’s most industrialized 
countries, the growth of its agriculture continues at a steady 
pace. The nation’s rate of self-sufficiency in farm commod- 
ities rose to about 86% in 1960 and agricultural production 
set a record mark of $861.5 million, an increase of 17.3% 
over 1959. 

Agriculture and forestry have become major foreign cur- 
rency earners. In 1960, agricultural exports reached $188.4 
million, representing 17% of the nation’s total sales to the 
world, Lumber alone accounted for $138.4 million. Exports of 
livestock, showing a steady upswing in recent years, totaled 
$21.9 million, with other commodities, notably dairy products, 
making up for the rest. Key market for Austria’s agricultural 
exports was the six-nation European Common Market with over 
95% of the cattle exports and 85% of the lumber shipments 
going into that area, 

The 1960 production record was established on the 
strength of a better yield per acre in bread grains, and en- 
larged dairy output as well as a rise in meat production. Last 
year marked the first time that Austrian farms produced enough 
bread grain to meet almost all home needs; a bumper harvest 
reaped 2.23 million tons, or 17% more than in 1959. 

In 1960, 3.9 million gallons of milk were produced, an in- 
crease of 3.2%. Butter production went up to 64.4 million 
pounds, and 47.9 million pounds of cheese were processed. 

GI’s in Europe Drink Austrian Milk 

Among Austria’s milk customers are the U.S. Armed 
Forces in Europe. During the last eight years, for example, 
Alpine dairies shipped 5.28 million gallons of milk to Ameri- 
can troops stationed in West Germany, Italy and Greece. By 
successfully meeting the rigid standards set by the U.S. Army 
in procuring fresh food supplies, Austrian dairies have just 
been awarded another annual contract. 

Overall butter exports last year stood at 11.8 million 
pounds, with world-wide sales of Austrian cheese totalling 
13.05 million pounds. 

The total volume of meat marketed by Austrian cattle 
farmers climbed over the same period by 6.9% to 315,592 
tons. 

These production gains have been aided by the success 
of the country’s livestock breeders. Cross-breeding of high 
milk producing cows, for instance, has raised the average 
daily milk output per cow from 12.1 pounds in 1952 to 14.9 
pounds last year. Austrian farmers have also succeeded in 
developing a new strain of pig which produces greater yields 
of meat. 

By specializing in quality strains of cattle, pigs and 
horses, Austrian breeders have gained wide international 
reputation and opened new markets for the country’s agricul- 
tural exports. Since 1954, exports of breeding cattle have 
more than trebled, totaling approximately 55,000 head last 
year. Austrian livestock is most popular with buyers from 
West Germany, Italy and Eastern Europe. Austrian work 
horses, particularly the famous Tyrolean Haflinger, in recent 
years have also been exported to the U.S. 


The general export drive for agricultural products hg 
recently been joined by the nation’s vintners. By launching 
a major marketing campaign, the wine industry hopes to reach 
an initial export sales target of about 5.28 million gallons , 
year. Promotion efforts will be concentrated on exporting one 
standard type of wine, the distinctive product of the vineyards 
around Vienna. Last year’s wine production of top vintage 
climbed to over 26 million gallons. 

In general, Austrian agriculture is undergoing significant 
fundamental changes. Following the trend set in other highly 
industrialized nations, including the U.S., agricultural output 
has gone up despite the fact that in recent years farm workers 
have been leaving the land at an average annual rate of 
10,000. In 1960, the number of people employed in Austrian 
agriculture fell by over 12,000 to 126,000. 

Between 1952 and 1960, about $77 million annually went 
into the construction of new farm buildings and improvements, 
An equal amount yearly was spent for fertilizers and feed- 
stuffs. Investments in tractors and other agricultural machine- 
ry rose at a steady pace. Last year, the total amounted to 
$77.5 million, an increase of 31.3% over 1959. 15,329 tractors 
alone were newly licensed. 

Another important sign of the forward movement of 
Austrian agriculture is the rising investment trend of the 
expanding volume of agricultural credits. Loans outstanding at 
the end of 1960 were $1.73 million, 26.2% higher than a year 
ago. 

Austrian agriculture relies at present on a cultivated 
area of about 10 million acres. Roughly one third of the agri- 
cultursl] enterprises, with 65% of the total cultivated land, 
are located in the mountainous regions of the Alps. 


HUNGARIAN STUDENT REFUGEES 
TO RECEIVE CONTINUED AID 

The Rockefeller Foundation’s program of emergency aid 
for Hungarian refugee students will be continued over the 
next three years with an appropriation of $340,000. 

Begun in 1956, the program has enabled young refugees 
from the Hungarian revolution of that year to pursue a higher 
education in 13 Austrian institutions. It is expected that 310 
students now on scholarships provided by the program will 
be continuing their studies during the year beginning July 1, 
1961. 

Since December, 1956, the Foundation has appropriated 
$2,465,000 for emergency aid to Hungarian refugees, of which 
a total of $1,688,840 has been allocated for the refugee 
students in Austria. 


FILM IMPORTS 1960 - 1961 

During the 1960-1961 season 434 foreign films were 
imported to Austria, Of them 110 came from the United States, 
84 from the Federal Republic of Germany, 76 from France, 
59 from Britain, 36 from Italy, 23 from the Soviet Union. The 
rest came from a host of other countries. Compared with the 
previous season when 491 films were imported, this year 
showed a decrease of 67.

COMPLETE SEASON OF TV WITHOUT CRIME - 
IN AUSTRIA 


(The Montclair, N.J. Times published recently a 
report by Dr. James P. Pettegrove, assistant prof- 
fessor of English at Montclair State College, under 
the above title. We reprint this article by permission 
of the author, who visited Austria some time ago, and 
the Montclair Times) 


‘*Not a single crime show has been scheduled for the 
fifth season of Austrian television,’’ said Program Director 
Florian Kalbeck yesterday in an interview at his office on 
Schellinggasse in Vienna’s First District. ‘‘We not only 
avoid crime and violence,’’ he added, ‘‘but other materials 
which we think unsuitable for our public, such as excessive- 
ly erotic films.’’ 

Government-controlled Austrian television operates 
chiefly on a budget received from the current 250,000 owners 
of TV sets, each of whom must pay the Post Office fifty 
schillings ($2) per month. Dr. Kalbeck estimates his maximal 
audience at less than two millions, or about one fourth of the 
total population of the country. Owing to the present budget, 
all stations carry the program. To be sure, persons living 
along the Italian, Swiss and German borders may frequently 
tune in on foreign programs; from Communist-dominated Czecl 
oslovakia and Hungary no programs are relayed to border 
areas. As yet Austria has no color television. 

TV transmissions begin daily at either 5 P.M. or 7:30 
P.M. and end at 10:30 P.M. Taking the program for the last 
week in June as typical, one finds regular newscasts with a 
news roundup and sports commentary in the final ten minutes 
each day. The Saturday transmission features a documentary 
film on Africa, followed by a 90-minute film entitled ‘‘Spring 
Is Here.’’ 

The Sunday program has more intellectual appeal. ‘‘The 
World of Youth’’ is an interview show. It is followed by the 
weekly half-hour course: ‘‘Can You Speak English’’ For light 
entertainment there is the serial ‘‘The Leitner Family.’’ 

Monday begins with a talk for the housewife. This is 
succeeded by a taped version of a stage performance of a 
peasant farce. The first item of the Wednesday transmission, 
“We Look at Picture Books,’’ is for children, as is ‘‘Sports 
for the Eleven-Year-Old.’’ Then comes the weekly do-it-your- 
self show entitled ‘‘Ax in the House.’’ 

Ibsen’s ‘‘Doll House,’’ the feature of the week, will be 
telayed from Germany on Thursday. On Friday, concluding 
the TV week, an Austrian film ‘‘Honeymoon’’will be shown. 
It is labeled ‘‘not suited for children.’’ 

Dramatic productions originating in the Vienna TV stu- 
dio are obviously Dr. Kalbeck’s fondest ambition. He came 
to his present position after five years’ experience as play 
director at the famous Theater in der Josefstadt. However, a 
limited budget, short-term actor-contracts, and the prestige 
of stage performance place serious obstacles in the way of 
TV dramatics. 


‘‘With our four weeks’ rehearsal time, which is all we 


can afford, we cannot approach the perfection of the best 
Viennese theaters,’’ Dr. Kalbeck explained. ‘‘However, we 
have able directors on regular contract; and when we can ob- 
tain the necessary acting personnel, we can produce plays 
at a high level. We do this by limiting the number of our pro- 
ductions to about one per month.’’ 

The best TV drama, in the director’s opinion, is that 
which deals with the insistent problems of our time. We rare- 
ly produce classics, though last year we did Goethe’s ‘‘Ur- 
faust.’’ As yet we have done no Shakespeare. 

‘*Lack of first-rate contemporary authors, both in Aus- 
tria and in Germany, is our greatest shortcoming,’’ said Dr. 
Kalbeck. ‘‘But even when an original play is written, there 
is little hope of obtaining the script for TV.It is not so much 
the financial advantage of selling the play to a big theater 
as it is the prestige of a stage premiere.’’ 

The director said he received many offers of playscripts 
from Austrian and German agents, but only after they have 
been rejected by the big theaters. Some foreign scripts arrive 
in the mail, but they are inferior — for the same reasons. 

In lieu of original plays, Dr. Kalbeck has had his best 
audience response with productions of outstanding plays of 
the 1930’s, or of the turn of the century. Frequently the older 
plays are reworked to increase their revelance to current 
events; or they are produced in period costumes. 

The most exciting drama for the Viennese public, ac- 
cording to the program director, is life in Vienna. In this 
category was the Hungarian dramatist Horvath’s play “‘Stor- 
ies from a Vienna Wood.’’ Through satire and irony Horvath 
expresses the essential dilemma of Viennese life: its beauty 
and joy against a background of insecurity and hardship. 

Otto Bielen’s ‘‘The Little District Court’’ was another 
success in this genre. Bielen held up for ridicule the best- 
known foible of the man in the street in Vienna: his suscep- 
tibility to verbal insult and his readiness to go to court to 
heal his injured dignity. 

As the expression ‘‘Ehrenbeleidigungsprozess’’ (case of 
insulted honor) suggests, the Viennese does not think in 
terms of ordinary slander, but of the Chivalric tradition. 
Bielen’s play was a tremendous success; its title has be- 
come proverbial. But Viennese district courts hundreds of 
cases of ‘‘insulted honor’’ are still recorded from year to 
year. 

Cultural cosmopolitanism is traditional in Vienna, once 
the capital of an empire of many nationalities. TV dramatics 
cannot overlook this fact. American,English, French, German 
and Italian plays are interspersed with the works of native 
authors. But unlike the theaters, foreign classics are not 
felt to be as acceptable for TV audience; instead, foreign 
plays are sought which reveal the intimate lives of people 
abroad. As examples Dr. Kalbeck mentioned Michel Fermauds 
‘‘Doors Slam,’’ a piece which exposes the ups and downs of 
a French working class home, and Dody Smith’s ‘“‘The First 
Spring Day,’’ which presents the life of an average British 
family. 

The taped version of an actual stage performance is the 
best alternative to the expensive productions of the TV stu- 
dio, in Dr. Kalbeck’s opinion. The TV public is enthusiastic

Reinhard 
died in 1943.

Reinhardt was greatly responsible for the creation of the 
Salzburg Festival in its present format and had a major share 
in the cementing of the Festival’s international reputation, 

In addition, the 10th anniversary of the death of the grea} 
man of the theater occurs in 1963. In the same year, the goth 
anniversary of his birth will be commemorated. The year 1963 
is now under consideration for the transfer of his morta 
remains. 


VIENNA SYMPHONY READIES U.S. TOUR 

The Vienna Symphony Orchestra will give 30 concerts 
in the United States in 1963, it has just been announced, The 
orchestra, under the baton of Wolfgang Sawallisch, will spend 
six weeks on the road. 

The orchestra’s management also announced that for 
1962, a number of European tours have been arranged. The 
famous orchestra will play in Belgium, France, the Nether 
lands and the Federal Republic of Germany.

about this type of program for theater is everyman’s business 
in Vienna. Theater management people are also pleased to 
have their performances taped. Since this is usually done at 
the end of a play’s run, it does not affect box office receipts. 
Theater audiences, at first perplexed by TV equipment on 
stage, now accept it as a matter of course. 

*‘There is no competition between TV and the theaters,’’ 
Dr. Kalbeck stated unequivocally. ‘‘But we are competing 
with the films — and without success to date, owing to our 
far too limited program.’’ 

The effects of TV showings on children are taken very 
seriously both by the TV authorities and by the general 
public. Programs containing materials unsuited for children 
are announced as such; parents are asked to make sure their 
children do not tune in,’’ the director said. Nevertheless, a 
news item in today’s paper points out a loophole in this 
method of censorship. The writer insists that an impulsive 
child may turn on the TV set in the middle of a show and 
thus innocently taste forbidden fruit. The writer suggests a 
dot in the prohibited picture as a signal for parents to send 
their children to bed. 


The directors of Austrian TV are opposed in principle 
to advertising materials. The word for an ad suggests their 
feeling: ‘‘Werbeeinschaltung’’ means an insertion or inter- 
ruption for sales purposes. However, the directors have hith- 


erto permitted ads not exceeding two and a half minutes be- 
tween 7:30 P.M. and 9 P.M. After July 1, ads will be allowed 
until 10 P.M., and they may be as long as five minutes. 


Owing to the small buying potential of 250,000 TV set 
owners, advertising rates have been low. Seven hundred 
schillings ($28) per second was the flat rate in the past. As 
of July 1, rates ranging from 500 to 900 schillings ($20 to $36) 
per second between 7:30 P.M. and 10 P.M. go into effect. 
Five-minute ads will cost 45,000 schillings ($1800). 


Austrian TV and radio, though situated in different parts 
of the city, are controlled at the top of a government-appoint- 
ed board of four directors, one of whom is named directo 
general. Following the pattern of the Austrian coalition gov- 
ernment, two directors from the People’s Party and two from 
the Socialist Party. The TV director is a Socialist. ‘‘But 
this does not mean,’’ Dr. Kalbeck hastened to explain, ‘‘that 
TV is an organ of party propaganda; on the contrary, an ad- 
vantage of our coalition directorate is that both parties scrur 
ulously avoid political bias. 


In view of the small population of Austria, Dr. Kalbeck 
feels that television has made notable advances during the 
first five years of its existence. He needs only an expanded 
budget for the fulfillment of his ambition to raise the cul 
tural level of the population at large. 
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JULIUS RUDEL HONORED 

Austrian-born New York conductor Julius Rudel was a- 
warded an honorary doctor degree in music by the University 
of Vermont in Burlington. The ceremony took place during the 
157th commencement exercises at the end of the 1961 college 
year. Rudel was given the degree for his special merits in 
connection with the musical life of the City of Burlington 
where for the past five years he has given regular perform- 
ances with the New York City Opera Company whose director 
general he has been since 1957. 

Rudel has been the recipient of several awards for his 
support of American music and American musical life. Among 
them were the gold medal of the National Arts Club, the award 
of the Society of American Conductors and Composers, a 
scroll of the Federation of Music Clubs, an honorary mention 
by Columbia University and the prize of the New York News- 
paper Guild. 


RELIGIOUS FILM FESTIVAL IN VIENNA 

The Catholic Film Commission for Austria will hold its 
nth International Religious Film Festival in Vienna next 
November 17 through 23. The Religious Film Festival Week 
takes place every two years and has already become an inter- 
national institution of the moving picture industry. Until this 
year, the event did not yet have the official status of a film 
festival such as the contests in Venice, Cannes or Berlin, 
But the Catholic Film Commission applied to the International 
Association of Film Producers for recognition of the Reli- 
gious Film Week in Vienna as an official festival. 

Upon investigation and upon finding that the Religious 
Film Week did, indeed, fulfill all necessary conditions, the 
International Association of Film Producers recognized the 
th International Religious Festival as a ‘‘special festival 
for religious films.’’ 

It is the task of the special festival to draw attention 
t religious values in the production of moving pictures. 


AUSTRIAN ART AT PITTSBURGH EXHIBITION 

Works of seven Austrian artists will be included into 
the 1961 Pittsburgh International Exhibition of Contemporary 
Painting and Sculpture, slated to open in the Department of 
Fine Arts, Carnegie Institute, Pittsburgh, on Tuesday, 
October 26, 1961. 

The Austrian artists are: Painters — Erich Brauer, Wolf- 
gang Hollegha, Josef Mikl; Sculptors,— Fritz Wotruba, Josef 
Pillhofer, Rudolf Hoflehner and Joannis Avramidis. 


TYROLEAN GOLD AND SILVER WORK 
ON EXHIBITION IN INNSBRUCK 

An exhibition of art treasures in gold and silver from 
tight centuries was recently opened in the historical rooms 
of the Innsbruck Imperial Palace. It includes works from the 
entire area of ancient Tyrol, comprising both the German and 
the Italian regions in the South. Among the prominent exhib- 
its are, for instance, the Romanesque Chalice of Wilten and 
the frame reliquary of the Andechs Convent collection. 





F. BASIL THORNTON HONORED 

In recognition of his manifold services for the Salzburg 
Festivals the City of Salzburg recently bestowed the Max 
Reinhardt Memorial Medal on Mr. F. Basil Thornton, Exe- 
cutive Director, Broadcasting Foundation of America, New 
York City. 

The BFA is an organization financed by the Rockefeller 
and Ford Foundations to foment the introduction of radio and 
television programs of cultural and informative nature from 
abroad.

SPECIAL STAMP MARKS 75th ANNIVERSARY 
OF SONNBLICK MOUNTAIN 
METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATORY 

The Austrian Postal Administration has issued a new 
commemorative stamp with a face value of 1.80 schillings to 
observe the 75th anniversary of the Sonnblick Mountain 
Meteorological Observatory. 

The observatory, which is situated 
on the 10,190-foot peak of the Hohe 
Tauern mountain range, owes its exist- 
ence to a famous Austrian meteorologist, 
Julius von Hann, and a simple man of 
the Rauris Valley, Ignaz Rojacher. 

At the International Meteorological 
Meeting in Rome in 1879, Professor Hann 
underlined the necessity of erecting mountain observatories 
on exposed peaks so that atmospheric conditions and mete- 
orological phenomena at high altitudes might be studied. 
When Rojacher learned of these plans, he suggested that the 
observatory be set up on the territory of a mine in his native 
valley. And it was he himself who, by ranging the whole area 
during winter time, discovered that the peak of the Sonnblick 
Mountain lent itself best of all for this purpose.

In Salzburg’s St. Johann and Bischofs.- 
hofen, the Alpine and Nordic contests for the Austrian junior 
ski championships will be held February 16 to 18. 

The Austrian Ski Association has also scheduled the 
Burschik Cup Rac26 in Mitterbach (Lower Austria) on Febru- 
ary 25, the International Contest at Kulm near Mitterndorf 
(Styria) March 2 through 4, the Krippenstein Giant Slalom in 
Obertraun (Upper Austria) March 17 and 18, the Goldeck Giant 
Slalom in Spittal on-the-Drau (Carinthia) March 25, and the 
Prize of the City of Innsbruck Contest in Innsbruck-Patscher- 
kofel March 31 and April 1. 

The Oetztaler Spring Meet takes place in Soelden (Tyrol) 
April 7 and8 and the Zuersee Giant Slalom in Zuers-on- Arlberg 
(Vorarlberg) April 14 and 15, 1962. 
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
